and  produce,  wholesale  dealers  in  teas  and  coffees,

ON  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the 
Attorney-General  and  under  the  provisions  of 
the  “ Court  Rules  of  Practice  Act  ” and  all  other 
powers  thereunto  enabling,  the  Honourable  the 
Administrator  of  British  Columbia,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  his  Executive  Council, 
doth  order  as  follows : — 

1.  During  the  war  no  probate  of  a will  or  letters 
of  administration  of  the  estate  of  any  German, 
Austro-Hungarian,  Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject, 
wherever  resident,  shall  be  granted  in  respect  of 
any  assets  in  this  country  without  the  express 
licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through  the  Minister  of 
Finance. 

2.  In  all  cases  where  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration are  granted  during  the  war  to  any  person 
entitled  thereto,  the  grant  shall  be  made  upon  the 
condition  that  no  portion  of  the  assets  shall  be  dis- 
tributed or  paid  during  the  war  to  any  beneficiary 
or  creditor  who  is  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  Germany,  Austro-IIungary, 
Turkey,  or  Bulgaria,  of  whatever  nationality,  with- 


out the  express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through 
the  Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution 
or  payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked. 

3.  Any  applicant  for  letters  of  administration  or 
probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Judge  to  whom  application 
is  made  that  the  person  in  respect  to  whose  estate 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
applied  for  was  not  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject ; or,  failing  such  evi- 
dence, shall  produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  may  be 
granted.  Such  applicant  shall  also  give  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Registrars  of  the  Courts  may  require 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  assets 
would  in  time  of  peace  be  distributable  or  payable 
to  any  such  subject,  and  if  required  shall  make  a 
statutory  declaration  as  to  the  assets  and  their  dis- 
position in  the  event  of  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration being  granted. 

4.  In  cases  deemed  by  him  proper,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  may  sanction  the  payment  of  moderate 
sums  out  of  assets  to  beneficiaries  or  creditors  who 
are  German,  Austro-Hungarian,  Turkish,  or  Bul- 
garian subjects  resident  in  Canada  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  and  during  the  war.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

ALT,  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S67,”— whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ; or  other 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a

A By-law  to  expropriate  Land  for  a Highway. 

WHEREAS  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  in 
the  year  1909  contemplated  the  extension  of 
“Wellington  Drive”  (then  known  as  “Doran 
Road  ”)  through  District  Lot  2004,  and  the  fol- 
lowing minute  appears  in  the  minutes  of  a meet- 
ing of  the  Council  held  on  the  7th  day  of  October, 
1909,  namely: — 

“ The  Engineer  made  report  as  to  a suitable 
location  for  a road  from  Doran  Road  through  D.L. 
2004  to  the  end  of  Lynn  Creek  Road  at  802. 
Resolved  to  have  same  surveyed,  and  a by-law  pre- 
pared to  expropriate  the  same  ” : 

And  whereas  the  road  referred  to  was  subse- 
quently surveyed  and  a plan  thereof  was  prepared 
by  the  District  Engineer,  which  plan  was  signed 
by  J.  Y.  McNauglit.  the  owner  of  the  land  required 
therefor : 

And  whereas  pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  Coun- 
cil dated  the  27th  day  of  December,  1909,  tenders 
were  invited  for  the  construction  of  the  said  road, 
and  on  the  6tli  day  of  January,  1910,  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  Thompson  & Stuart  to  construct  the 
same  for  $1,905  was  accepted  by  resolution  of  the 
Council : 

And  whereas  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1910, 
a contract  for  construction  of  the  said  road  was 
entered  into  with  the  said  Thompson  & Stuart, 
and  the  work  was  completed  in  or  about  the  month 
of  August,  1910 :
